And  upon  us,  weak  and  sinful,  may  mercy  and  compassion  be 
showered  in  both  worlds,  forever  and  ever.  Amen. 

Priest:  Opening  Prayer 

Make  us  worthy,  O  Lord  God,  who  are  merciful  and  Lover  of  men, 
that  with  knowledge  and  spiritual  discipline  to  stand  before  You  with 
purity  and  saintliness  and  to  serve  You  as  Lord  and  Creator  to  Whom 
worship  is  due  from  all;  Father,  Son  and  Holy  Spirit,  forever.  Amen. 

Psalm  51 

Have  mercy  on  me,  God,  in  Your  loving  kindness;  in  the  abundance 
of  Your  mercy  blot  out  my  sin. 


Wash  me  thoroughly  from  my  guilt  and  cleanse  me  from  my  sin. 
For  I  acknowledge  my  fault  and  my  sins  are  before  me  always.

Then  shall  You  be  satisfied  with  sacrifices  of  truth  and  with 
whole  burnt  offerings;  then  shall  they  offer  bullocks  upon  Your  altar. 
And  to  You  belongs  the  praise,  O  God. 

If  a  bishop  is  present,  the  priest  kisses  his  hand  saying: 

Barek  mor.  Bless  me  father.  I  ask  forgiveness. 
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If  priests  are  present,  he  gives  peace  to  them. 

Then  he  turns  towards  the  people  and  says: 

My  brethren  and  my  beloved  ones,  pray  for  me  that  I  may  be  held 
worthy  to  offer  the  living  and  the  holy  sacrifice  on  behalf  of  the  whole 
Church. 

People:  May  the  Lord  hear  your  prayers  and  be  pleased  with  your 
sacrifice  and  receive  your  offering  and  make  us  partakers  with  you. 

He  enters  into  the  sanctuary  and  says: 

I  will  go  unto  the  altar  of  God,  and  to  God  who  makes  my  youth 
joyful  (Ps  43;  4). 

He  bows  his  head  before  the  Table  of  Life  and  says: 

Into  Your  house,  have  I  entered,  O  God  and  worshipped  and  before 
Your  altar,  have  I  worshipped,  O  Heavenly  King.  Forgive  me  all  that  I 
have  sinned  against  You. 

He  goes  around  kissing  the  horns  of  the  altar  and  says: 

O  Lord,  bind  our  festivals  by  chain  even  to  the  horns  of  the  altar. 
You  are  my  God,  and  I  will  glorify  You  (Ps.  118: 27-28). 

As  he  lights  the  candle  on  the  right  side  of  the  altar,  he  says: 

By  Your  light,  we  see  light  (Ps.  36:10),  O  Jesus,  full  of  light,  who  are 
the  true  light  that  enlightens  every  creature;  enlighten  us  with  Your 
glorious  light,  O  radiance  of  the  heavenly  Father. 

As  he  lights  the  candle  on  the  left  side: 

O  Pious  and  Holy  One,  who  dwells  in  the  habitations  of  light,  keep 
away  from  us  evil  passions  and  hateful  thoughts  and  grant  us  that  with 
purity  of  heart  we  may  do  the  works  of  righteousness. 
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Tlie  Offering 


Tlie  priest  ascends  the  altar  step.  He  takes  the  bread  with  both  hands 
and  places  on  the  paten.  If  there  are  more  than  two  loaves,  the  number 
shall  not  be  even.  The  small  cushion  (gmurtho)  and  the  spoon  and  the 
veil  shall  be  placed  on  the  left  hand  side  of  the  altar. 

He  ascends  the  altar  step  and  arranges  the  bread  saying: 

He  was  led  like  a  lamb  to  the  slaughter  and  like  a  sheep  before  the 
shearer.  He  remained  silent.  In  His  humiliation,  He  did  not  open  His 
mouth  {Acts  8:32;  Is.  53:7).  Lord,  prepare  it  with  Your  hands.  May  the 
Lord  reign  forever  and  ever. 

He  places  the  bread  (bukro)  in  the  Paten  and  says: 

O  You  the  first-born  (bukro)  of  the  heavenly  Father,  accept  this  first¬ 
born  from  the  hands  of  Your  weak  and  sinful  servant. 

He  mixes  water  and  wine  equally  and  says: 

O  Lord  God,  as  Your  divinity  was  united  with  Your  humanity,  so 
unite  this  water  with  this  wine. 

As  he  pours  the  mixture  into  the  chalice,  he  says: 

Our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  was  caicified  on  the  cross  between  two  thieves 
in  Jerusalem,  and  was  pierced  in  His  side  with  the  spear  and  there 
flowed  out  from  Him  blood  and  water  atonement  for  the  entire  creation. 
And  he  who  saw  it  testified  and  we  know  his  testimony  is  true.  I  will 
receive  the  cup  of  salvation  and  call  on  the  name  of  the  Lord.  I  will  pay 
my  vows  to  the  Lord  in  the  presence  of  all  His  people  (Ps.  116: 13-14). 

Then  he  kisses  the  altar  and  steps  down  and  standing  before  the 
altar,  he  recites  the  Sedro  of  penitence. 
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Promiim 


Let  us  all  pray  and  beseech  the  Lord  for  mercy  and  compassion. 
Merciful  Lord,  have  mercy  upon  us  and  help  us. 

Make  us  worthy  O  Lord,  to  offer  up  praise  and  thanksgiving,  glory 
and  unceasing  exaltation  to  You  continually,  at  all  times  and  in  all 
seasons. 

Glory  be  to  the  One  Merciful  Father  who  answers  the  sinners  who 
call  upon  Him;  to  the  One  Compassionate  Son  who  receives  the 
penitents  who  knock  at  His  door,  and  to  the  One  Living  and  Holy  Spirit 
who  absolves  the  debtors  who  beseeches  Him.

O  God,  gentile,  kind,  humble  and  Lover  of  man,  who  is  pleased  with 
mercy  rather  than  sacrifice,  who  loves  a  contrite  heart  than  burnt 
offerings  and  accepts  a  humble  spirit  more  than  the  blood  and  offerings 
of  bullocks  and  fat  lambs,  accept  now  our  spiritual  sacrifice  upon  the 
rational  altar.  By  this  spiritual  service,  hold  us  worthy  to  present 
ourselves  unto  You  as  a  living  and  acceptable  sacrifice,  well  pleasing  to 
You.

THE  SECOND  SERVICE 

Celebrant:  Glory  be  to  the  Father... 

People:  And  upon  us,  weak  and . . . 

Opening  Prayer 

Hold  us  worthy  O  Lord,  that  having  our  hearts  sprinkled  and 
cleansed  from  all  evil  conscience,  we  may  enter  into  Your  sublime  and 
exalted  holy  of  holies,  so  that  we  may  stand  in  purity  and  holiness  before 
Your  holy  altar  and  in  true  faith,  offer  unto  You  reasonable  and  spiritual 
sacrifices  all  the  days  of  our  life.  Father,  Son  and  Holy  Spirit,  now  and 
forever. 
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The  celebrant  washes  his  hands  and  puts  off  his  ordinary  robe, 
saying: 

Remove  from  me,  O  Lord  God,  tlie  filthy  garments  with  which  Satan 
has  clothed  me  through  the  weakness  of  my  evil  deeds  and  clothe  me 
with  the  choice  garments  that  befit  the  service  of  Your  honour  and  for 
the  glory  of  Your  Holy  name,  our  Lord  and  our  God,  forever. 

He  signs  the  cross  thrice  over  the  alb,  saying: 

Clothe  me,  O  Lord  God,  with  the  robe  of  incorruptibility  by  the 
power  of  Your  Holy  Spirif  and  grant  us  that  we  may  follow  pure  and 
upright  way  all  the  days  of  our  life  in  true  faith,  O  Father,  Son  and  the 
Holt  Spirit.  Now  and  forever. 

He  signs  the  cross  twice  over  the  stole  (Inroro/hatnniko)  and  then 
wears  it  around  the  neck,  saying: 

Gird  me  with  strength  unto  the  battle  and  subdue  under  me  them 
that  rise  up  against  me  (Ps.  18:39). 

He  signs  the  cross  one  over  the  girdle  (znnoro),  saying: 

Gird  Your  sword  upon  Your  thigh,  O  Mighty  One,  with  Your 
splendour  and  glory.  Your  glory  triumphs  (Ps.  45:3). 

Prayer  over  the  two  zende: 

O  Lord,  make  my  members  instruments  of  righteousness,  prepared 
for  all  good  and  right  works;  make  us  pure  temples  and  chosen  vessels 
fit  for  the  service  of  Your  greatness  and  for  the  glory  of  Your  Holy  name, 
our  Lord  and  God  for  ever. 

He  puts  on  the  left  zendo  (sleeve)  signing  the  cross  twice  over  it, 
saying: 

Train  my  hands  to  war,  and  strengthen  my  arms  like  a  bow  of  brass 
(Ps.  18:34). 
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He  puts  on  the  right  zendo  (sleeve),  signing  the  cross  once  over  it, 
saying-. 

Let  Your  right  hand  help  me,  and  let  Your  chastising  raise  me 
(Ps.  18:35). 

The  celebrant  signs  the  cross  over  the  cope  (paino)  thrice,  saying: 

Let  Your  priests  be  clothed  with  righteousness  and  Your  righteous 
with  glory.  For  the  sake  of  David  Your  servant,  turn  not  away  the  face  of 
Your  anointed  ( Ps.  132:9-10). 

He  puts  on  the  cope  saying: 

Clothe  Your  high  priests  with  salvation  and  Your  righteous  with  glory. 
(Ps.  132: 16). 

(If  the  celebrant  is  a  bishop,  he  puts  on  the  vestments  with  the  above 
prayers.  But  before  putting  on  the  cope,  he  takes  the  masnaptho  (head 
cover),  and  makes  the  sign  of  the  cross  over  it  thrice,  saying: 

Who  will  show  us  who  is  Good?  He  will  shine  the  light  of  His 
countenance  upon  us;  O  Lord,  You  have  given  Your  gladness  to  my  heart 
(Ps.  4:6-7). 


After  having  put  on  the  cope,  he  takes  the  Batrasheel  (luroro  rabo) 
and  makes  the  sign  of  the  cross  over  it  thrice,  saying: 

For  the  day  of  evil,  he  shall  protect  me  in  His  shelter.  In  the  shadow 
of  His  tabernacle.  He  shall  hide  me;  He  shall  set  me  upon  a  rock  and 
from  now,  shall  my  head  be  lifted  above  my  enemies  (Ps.  27;  5-6). 

When  the  bishop  puts  on  the  cross  around  his  neck,  he  says: 

They  looked  at  Him,  and  put  trust  in  Him;  their  faces  shall  never  be 
ashamed  (Ps.  34:5). 
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77/e  bishop  takes  the  crosier  with  his  right  hand,  saying: 

May  the  Lord  send  forth  a  scepter  of  power  from  Zion;  may  you 
rule  over  your  enemies  (Ps.  110:2). 

He  takes  the  hand-cross,  saying: 

By  You  we  will  strike  our  enemies  and  because  of  Your  name  we  will 
trample  those  who  hate  us  (Ps.  44:5).] 

The  celebrant  kneels  down  before  the  altar  and  prays  inaudibly: 

Lord  God  Almighty,  who  forgives  the  iniquities  of  men  and  desires 
not  the  death  of  a  sinner,  to  You  I  stretch  out  the  hands  of  my  heart, 
and  from  You  I  ask  forgiveness  for  all  my  unlawful  deeds,  although  I 
am  unworthy.  But  I  beseech  You  to  keep  my  thoughts  from  the 
operations  of  the  enemy,  and  my  eyes  that  look  not  incontinently,  my 
ears  that  they  listen  not  to  vanities,  my  hands  from  the  service  of  hateful 
things  and  my  inner  parts  that  they  be  moved  by  You,  so  that  I  be 
entirely  Yours,  and  from  You  may  I  receive  the  gift  of  Your  divine 
mysteries,  our  Lord  and  God,  forever.  Amen. 

The  celebrant  kisses  the  altar  and  ascends  the  altar  step: 

Psalm  93:  The  Lords  reigns;  He  is  clothed  with  majesty;  the  Lord  is 
clothed  with  strength  and  has  become  strong.  He  has  established  the 
world  that  it  cannot  be  moved.  Your  throne  is  established  from  of  old; 
You  are  from  everlasting.  The  rivers  rose,  O  Lord;  the  rivers  raised  their 
voice.  The  riv^ers  rose  in  purity.  By  the  sound  of  many  waters,  the  waves 
of  the  seas  have  become  strong.  The  Lord  is  glorious  in  the  heights. 
And  Your  testimonies  are  very  reliable.  Holiness  befits  Your  house, 
O  Lord,  for  ever  more. 
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He  uncovers  the  paten  and  the  chalice.  He  puts  the  cover  of  the  paten 

on  His  right  side  and  of  the  chalice  on  His  left  side,  and  says: 

Christ  our  Lord,  the  pure  and  spot-less  Lamb,  who  offered  Himself 
as  acceptable  offering  unto  the  Father  for  the  absolution  and  salvation 
of  the  whole  world,  make  us  worthy  to  offer  ourselves  as  living  sacrifice 
that  pleases  You  and  which  is  similar  to  Your  sacrifice  for  our  behalf, 
forever. 

Commemorations 

The  celebrant  takes  the  Paten  in  his  right  hand  and  the  Chalice  in  his 
left  and  stretches  forth  his  hands  in  the  form  of  cross,  his  right  hand 
over  his  left  and  lifts  them  up  above  the  tablitho  and  says: 

General  Prayer 

The  memorial  of  our  Lord,  our  God  and  our  Saviour  Jesus  Christ 
and  all  of  His  saving  dispensation  on  our  behalf,  especially  the  message 
of  the  angel.  His  birth  in  the  flesh.  His  baptism  in  Jordan,  His  redemptive 
passion  and  His  ascending  on  the  cross.  His  life-giving  death  arid 
revered  burial.  His  glorious  resurrection.  His  ascension  into  heaven, 
and  His  sitting  on  the  right  hand  of  God  the  Father.

Priest:  Up  above  where  Christ  is  seated  at  the  right  hand  of  God  the 
Father,  let  there  be  our  minds  and  thoughts  and  hearts! 

People:  They  are  with  the  Lord  God. 

Priest:  Let  us  give  thanks  to  the  Lord  with  fear  and  trembling! 

People:  It  is  meet  and  right! 

Priest  (in  a  low  voice):  Truly  it  is  meet  and  right  to  give  thanks,  to 
worship  and  glorify  the  Maker  of  the  whole  creation. 

And  he  raises  his  voice:  He  whom  the  heavenly  hosts  glorify,  the 
corporeal  and  incorporeal,  the  sun,  the  moon  and  all  the  stars, 
the  earth,  the  seas  and  the  first  bom  inscribed  in  the  heavenly

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Priest  (iti  a  low  voice)  •  In  truth  You  are  Holy,  and  tlie  One  who  makes 
holy,  O  King  of  the  worlds;  Holy  is  Your  Son,  Our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ;  Holy  is  also  Your  Holy  Spirit  who  searches  Your 
mysteries.  You  created  man  out  of  earth  and  placed  him  in 
Paradise,  and  when  he  transgressed  the  commandment.  You 
did  not  leave  him  straying,  but  did  guide  him  through  the 
prophets  and  finally  You  sent  also  Your  Only-Begotten  Son  to 
the  world,  who,  when  had  taken  body  of  the  Holy  Spirit  and 
from  the  Virgin  Mary,  renewed  Your  image  which  was  worn 
out.

As  he  gives  communion  to  others  in  the  sanctuary,  he  says:  The

We  who 
have  eaten  Your  Holy  Body  and  drunk  Your  Atoning  Blood,  let 
not,  O  Lord,  these  mysteries  be  for  judgement  and 
condemnation  to  me  and  to  Your  faithful  people,  but  for  the 
remission  of  debts,  forgiveness  of  sins,  and  blessed 
resurrection  from  among  the  dead,  and  for  confidence  before 
Your  dreadful  judgement-seat,  our  Lord  and  Cod  for  ever. 

Now  as  he  consumes  the  Body,  he  recites  Psalm  23:  The  Lord  is  my 
Shepherd,  I  shall  not  want;  He  makes  me  lie  down  in  green 
pastures.

I 

A  Prayer  for  the  consecration  of  liturgical  vestments  and  objects 
or  vessels  that  are  offered  for  the  service 

Almighty  God,  Holy  and  the  One  who  sanctifies,  who  are  Holy  from 
eternity  and  dwells  in  the  light  to  which  no  one  draw  near.  Through 
You  glory  and  holiness  fill  the  universe,  yet  You  are  not  deprived  of 
glorifiers.  You  did  create  the  heavenly  hosts  to  glorify  and  sanctify  Your 
Majesty,  not  because  You  are  in  need  of  being  glorified,  but  that  those 
who  sanctify  You  might  be  glorified  by  You.  By  Your  grace  You  did  create 
the  world  and  appointed  high  priests  for  Your  honour.  You  had  founded 
the  tabernacle  for  Your  habitation  and  adorned  it  with  magnificent 
objects,  i.e.,  censers,  patens,  libation  bowls,  lamp-stands,  chalices,  albs, 
stoles,  maniples  and  the  rest  of  the  Mosaic  ministry  as  You  had 
commanded. 

Even  now,  O  Lord,  we  Your  servants,  who  are  saved  by  the  Cross  of 
Your  Only-Begotten  Son,  beseech  Your  mercies  that  You  may  sanctify 
these  vestments  {Vessels/objects)  that  have  been  offered  unto  You,  at  our 
hands,  for  the  service  of  Your  altar.  Grant,  O  Lord,  that  they  may  be 
worthy  of  the  honour  of  Your  holy  temple  and  the  glory  of  Your 
worshipped  and  exalted  Name.  Accept  O  Lord,  these  voluntary 
offerings  and  make  a  good  remembrance  to  the  faithful  who  offered 
them  and  to  those  who  have  shared  and  are  sharing  in  them,  by  the 
prayers  of  the  Mother  of  God,  the  Blessed  Virgin  Mary,  all  the  saints 
and  the  Orthodox  fathers,  O  Father,  Son  and  Holy  Spirit,  One  True  God, 
forever.  Amen. 

He  makes  the  sign  of  the  cross  three  times,  saying: 

May  these  vestments  (vessels)  that  have  been  dedicated  for  divine 
offerings  and  the  sacrifice  of  Your  mysteries,  be  consecrated,  sealed 
and  signed  in  the  Name  of  the  Father  +  (Amen),  and  of  the  Son  +  (Amen), 
and  of  the  Living-Holy  Spirit  +  for  life  eternal.  Amen. 
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He  puts  incense  and  raises  the  vestments  (vessels)  ceremoniously, 
three  times,  over  the  altar,  saying: 


For  the  glory,  honour,  adoration,  and  exaltation  of  the  Holy  and 
Consubstantial  Trinity,  and  for  the  peace  and  edification  of  the  Holy 
Church  of  God. 

II 

A  Prayer  for  the  purification  of  an  altar  that  has  been  defiled  by 
heathens  or  unbelievers  [i.e.,  after  painting  or  restoration  works].  The 
same  prayers  shall  he  said  for  the  consecration  of  a  temporary  altar  or 
zvhen  the  Eucharist  is  celebrated  in  a  place  other  than  a  church 
consecrated  by  a  bishop] 

O  Lord  God,  who  alone  is  Holy  and  the  One  who  saiictifies  the  saints, 
and  by  Your  word  and  providence.  You  sanctify  the  whole  universe.  Be 
pleased,  O  Merciful  Lord  and  grant  this  altar,  set  before  us,  the  grace 
of  atonement  that,  again,  it  may  be  a  fountain  of  absolution,  and  let 
not  vengeance  and  hatred  of  the  enemies  prevail  over  it.  But  grant,  O 
Lord,  that  this  altar  with  all  its  settings  be  firmly  established  in  holiness. 
Gleanse  it  from  the  filth  of  the  heathens  and  the  defilement  of  the 
unbelievers  who  may  have  defiled  it.  Make  it  as  pure  and  holy  as  the 
gold  tested  seven  times,  that  we  too,  in  holiness  of  our  souls,  bodies, 
and  spirits,  may  be  worthy  to  offer  You  praise,  thanksgiving  and  glory 
and  to  Your  Father  and  to  Your  Holy  and  Living  Spirit,  now  and  forever. 
Amen. 

He  makes  the  sign  of  the  Cross  on  the  altar,  ivithout  using  the  Holy 
Myron,  saying: 

May  this  altar  be  blessed,  consecrated  and  purified  from  heathens' 
pollution  and  unbeliever's  defilement,  as  well  as  from  all  ungodly 
abomination,  corruption  of  sin,  and  from  all  transgressive  and  defiling 
deeds: 


In  the  Name  of  the  Father  +  Amen,  and  of  the  Son  +  Amen,  and  of 
the  Living  and  Holy  Spirit  +  for  perfect  holiness  and  re-dedication. 
Amen. 
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Then  he  goes  to  the  Western,  Northern  and  Southern  sides  of  the 
Church  and  makes  the  sign  of  the  Cross,  on  each  side  (again  ivithout 
the  Holy  Myron) 

May  this  church  be  purified  from  all  defilement,  abomination, 
foulness,  and  from  all  ungodly  and  transgressive  pollution. 

May  it  be  blessed  and  renewed  in  the  Name  of  the  Father  +  Amen, 
and  of  the  Son  +  Amen,  and  of  the  Ffoly  Spirit  +  for  the  renewal  and 
perfect  purification  unto  eternal  life.  Amen. 


Prayer  of  Absolution 

May  God  have  mercy  upon  you,  and  may  he  guide  you  to  everlasting 
life.  Through  the  authority  of  priesthood  which  was  entrusted  by  our
